[L eave being granted, M r. L . read as follows:] 
South L ee, Berkuhirc co. Alu-s/t. M a y 7 , 1838. 
M y F u ie n d : W liile I was in N ew Y ork, I re­ 
ceived your kind letter of tb e 2 5 th uU. in answer 
to mine, for whicli I am greatly indebted to you 
It was my desire to have visited W ashington, in 
order to have the pleasure of a pcrson-al interview 
with you, and also to see th e result of the gre,at 
Indian bill, now in a course of discussion in tlic 
Senate, but the jicriod 1 buve set a p a rt to re tu rn to 
my country is the fir.st of June, and I have hut a 
slioi'l lim e to spend among my wife’s relations. 
1 did not w rite as fully as the in tei esliiig subject 
of the Cliet'okec rem oval, and th e nature of the 
country, dem anded, as I then believed I slroiild see 
you. 
Now you will allow m e to relate my opin­ 
ion o f our couiitiy in the W est, and th e situation 
of our people. 
T h e treaty is so liberal in its provisions for the 
comfortidjle rem oval of th e C heiokces, th a t 1 
have heard no com plaiiils on th a t licad, but the 
highest satisfaction. 
T h o se who w ent by w ater 
in stcambo.ats in tbe spring of the year, passed w ith 
so much despatch, th at most ol them planted corn, 
■and raised considerable crops. 
You know tlrnt 
good & ri:cm ])lary Christian, M r. C h arles M oore, 
lie said that he planted in th e m onth of June, and 
raised a g reater crop of beans, pum pkins, audj 
c.oi'ii, than lie ever did in G eorgia under th e most; 
favorable circum stances. 
H e said th at “ the land' 
in the W est was so rich, th at be could com piue 
It to nothing else than a fattened hog, w hich was so] 
fat th a t he could not get u p .” 
1 liavc travelled 
extensively in th at country— once, from iny re si­ 
dence, near the corner of M issouri and A rkansas, 
to F o rt Sm ith, thvou.gh F lint district, w here I had 
the pleasure ol bclioldin.g th e springs of w ater, 
xcellent farm s, and com fortable houses, and m ills 
and mission schools, belonging to th e C herokees, 
and every evidence of prosperity and happiness 
was to be seen am ong th e C herokees as a people. 
I saw a num ber who h-acl jireviously arrived, and 
who arrived since I had, and I heard but one sen­ 
tim ent—th at they, w ere h ap p y and contented in 
lUeiv new country. Indeed, th e soil is so exceeding­ 
ly rich, and well tim bered, and th e navigation ot 
th e A rkansas river aft'ords them superioi- com m er­ 
cial advantages to w hat th ey enjoyed in th e E ast. 
I joked with th e people, and asked them if they 
would return to G eorgia, even if th ey could be re ­ 
established in th eir ancient rights and location in 
th at country.^ T h e y invariably said, N o, by no 
means! 
N othing would induce them to re tu rn .— 
But they sincerely w ished th at th e eyes of their 
countrynicii m ight be opened, and break from the, 
delusion ot John Russ and his political tools, and 
escajie to this good land. 
I think in this divcction, 
I travelled over eighty-eight m iles of th e nation in 
strai.glit line. 
A fter this, I visited the newly ac- 
([uired land, called neutral, w hich was added to 
iiur. country west, by the treaty, of N'cw E chota. 
I rode over it about two days, and I th eir found 
M r. Joseph Rogers, our C lnirokee friend from the 
C.hatahOochie, pleasantly situated in the finest re ­ 
gion of cniintry I ever beheld on any land in the 
U iiiffd iStates.. .

I would ask, ■when, w as th e validitv 
of Indian treaty , beforé this, tested by being sub­ 
m itted to th e w hole m ass of an Indian people,'m en 
women, and children? 
A new test has been intro’- 
clucedto try th e validity of this trea ty : it is to be 
tested upon th e broadest principles of D em ocracv 
It ought to be sufficient to satisty th e w ise an d th e 
good, e v e ry w here, th at th is trea ty w.as negotiated 
on behalf of the C herokees, by th e in o stin te lli- 
gent and p atriotic m en th a t ev er negotiated a h li,- 
dian treaty , and th a t it secures to the w hole p e « - ...... 
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pie niore'signal advanaages than were ever before 
secured to an Indian people, by any treaty hereto­ 
fore entered into by this Government. 
T his trea­ 
ty dispenses equal justice to the rich and poor, 
without favor or partiality to a solitary individu­ 
al. 
• 
One word, sir, upon the subject of the remon­ 
strance of the fifteen thousand Cherokecs, against 
the ezecution of the treaty. 
Including every In­ 
dian soul, nowin the Cherokee country East, their 
number cannot amount to fifteen thousand—the 
whole of the men, women, and children, including 
the infants at the breast, and they do not amount to 
that number. 
Here, then Mr. President, we have 
a forcible illustration of the imposition practised 
upon honorable Senators, who become the organs 
of the fashionable petitioners of the present day 
Sir, the facts which I state are susceptible of 
proof, before any tribunal whatever.

Every expedient has been resorted to 
for the purpose of preventing these people from 
enteringinto theirgoodly inheritance. 
Ifearnoth- 
ing will satisfy the tender mercies of those who 
are intermeddling with this subject, but another 
Indian tear. 
It requires an extraordinrry share 
of philosophy to exercise composure under such 
provocations as are directly addressed to the south­ 
ern people from day to day in this chamber, under 
the humbiegarp of petition. 
But, sir, 1 will not 
indulge in further rem arks on this subject at pre-l 
sent; for 1 cannot do so without feelings, which I doj 
not wish to cherish.

Some years before, lie had atten­ 
ded tlie di.ssoction of a woman in a state of 
rajiid decomposition; though nuicli disgusted 
at the time, the subject had been long forgot 
ten; hut it was rccuUcd by the union of its 
piitre.scent body vvUb the spectre’s features, 
'I'lie visits w ere not confined to the night, 
but IVeqiiently occurred while several pcr.son.s 
were in the same room. 
They were repeat­ 
ed at intervals during tlic winter; buthcwas 
able to get rid of tlicm by moving or ,sitting 
in an

1. Of Intermittent rtr .d^ne and Fever.—d consider 
alUevei-s of.an intermittent character, wYiich cool ofT 
once in 24 hoiirs, whether preceeded by a chill or 
not, or whether the chill and fever rise and coiitinnc 
together, or if there be no chill at all.

For .grown persons or children, who prefer taking it 
in liquid, it can be conveniently prepared in the fol­ 
lowing manner—

• In the first • stage of fevers it is common for the

The diet Should 'be light, but nourishing, taken little 
at a time, and often. 
Bleeding is so seldom necessary in these diseases, 
that it is scarcely rieccssarv to mention it; if it ever be 
resorted to, it should be in the early stage of the dis­ 
ease. 
Blistering is 3onietim"S useful, and rarel.v, if ever 
injurious—but it should be resorted to chiefly in the 
last stage of the dise.Hse when there is delirium, or 
lastin.g coldne.Ss in the extremetics.

of citliei- of these di.st-ases, I would prefer the bowels 
to be in rather a costive than a laxative state.

This medicine will be found benefici:d in most ca­ 
ses ot debility,particularly so in these cases produced 
by long continued or repeated attacks of fever. 
In such cases 3 or 4 doses a day will be siifiicieiit, 
continued until the patient recovers his strength. 
Persons living in uiihealtliv situations, 01- persons 
travelling tliro’ sickly districts of coiui’ry, would do 
well to use this medecine as a preventative. 
Any medicine of this kind, which will cure fevers 
when formed will prevent the farmi-tion of them, it 
taken in time. 
If used as a prevcnfative, 3 <ir 4 doses 
a day, w-'ill be sufficient, continued for 7 or 8 days in 
succession, after which time, it m.ry be discontinued 
Fur 10 or l2 days, then u.se it a.g:ihi. as before directed, 
and so on, until the sickly season has paascd over. 
Of late niv.ch has been said about congestive feve;-, 
torpor of this, tliat or some other organ, but it is only 
a new name for an old diseae, or symptoms ot disease. 
I have observed no material change in fe-.'-ers unless 
we include the cold pha.giic and cholera, in that class of 
disease, -and even in them, this medicine in part, will be 
found very beneficial. 
1 am aware that this mode of pre.scribin.g, and tliis

A ccordingly, 
in the morning.s, when there are few visitors. 
. she placed herself before tlie cage of the tigci 
fixed her lovely eyes uiinn his face and w a1 
ted till lie assum ed a fine attitude or position, 
nay, when he Iiad Iain dosVn am! curled linn- 
se lf up to sleep, she allowed him no re.sf, but 
m ade the keeper rciuse and tease him. 
In 
-' the first days he was extrem ely aiigi y at tins 
disturbance, but soon becam e more gciitlc, 
when M adem oiselle M . - placed hcr.sc|f w.lh 
her iiortfolio before the cage, lie woiild rise, 


walk about, raise him self iiji,thrust his paws' 
between the iron bar.s, a.s it to reach them 
out to her: he would then throw him self down, 
(ilaying and rolling on his back, as cats arc 
accustomei' to do, especially when she sang to 
liim.

Cloud, theScnii- 
nole chief watched it over Dr. Luzemberg’s shoul­ 
der almost as intensely as the surgeon himselt; and 
when in her agony and dread the poor woman re­ 
fused to submit again, the chief assured lieiTie 
had observed the pale face closely, and was satis­ 
fied he could give ler sight;—that their own great 
“ medecine” their prophet, Felix-Hcva, could do 
lothingforhcr; butif slic would submit a few mo­ 
ments longer, the me dicinc af the pale faces would 
enable her to gaze upon her children andtheiv la- 
hcr, and to look out upon the beauty of the coun- 
ry where they were going to dwell; that she could 
hen mingle in their dances, and see how tlieir 
Ji-avcs could defend their wigwams!—Bound by 
liabit to obey their chief, and witli some ray of 
hope to support her, llie patient submitted to the 
second operation, whicli was performed with 
-natclilcss skill and well rcquitted success. 
Under 
all the circumstances of the case, this may well 
be considered one of the proudest achievements of 
surgery; and we cannot avoid envying the Doctor 
the gratification he must feel when he reflects upon 
the result of his benevolence and skill. Mary has 
a child nine years old, also born blind, who will 
be operated upon by Dr. Luzemberg in the course 
of the week. 
May success again crown his noble 
c-flbrts.

Mr. Cambreling s-aid he was at a loss how to 
procecd;if he.did not inakea speecii, it would be 
alleged by some that he left the bill to be fought 
by the Gpposition; and if he did m ake a speech, 
it might be alleged by some as it had been by the 
gentleman from Pennsylvania on a former occasion, 
tliac he would be the cause of any delay and de- 
b-ate tb-at might follow.

tested d rafts'w ere now lying, and the sufforing 
fell, not upon the Government, but upon individu­ 
als who were forced by delay into the hands of 
brokers and money shavers, at riininous sacrifices.

Your 
Excellency will perct-ive in tliese proposals that 
the Gavcrnmciit, while it seeks to procure the co­ 
operation of the delegation ill tlie peaceable re­ 
moval of the Cherokees, lias carefully abstained 
iVoin coinpromitiiig tlie rights and interests of the 
States concerned ill the execution of liie treaty, 
it is not supposed that it will require so long a pe­

Sir; lo u will receive, herew ith, a copy of pro- 
pob'als m-ade by the D epartm ent to the C erokee 
delegation now in this city, which, it is believed, 
will be accepted by them. 
Y'ou are, therefore, 
hereb-? authorized to enter into an agreem ent with 
the agent of the nation for the removal of their 
people. 
The expenses attending the emigration, 
of liie Cherokees are now fully ascertained by 
past e.xpcriencc, and it is presumed you will find 
no difficulty in r.Takiiig such an arrangem ent as, 
while it will secure their 
comfort-able removal ia 
the nvanner most agreeable to their chiefs and head 
men, will cfiectually protect the interests of the 
United States, and prevent all unnecessary delay 
or useless expenditures. 
W hether the removal of this people is to be 
continued by the military force under your com­ 
mand, or to be conducted by their own agents, care 
must be taken th a t it be carried on continuously, 
and asjspseedily as may be cons'stent with their 
health and comfort. 
It may commence in that 
part ot tlie territory whicli lias been granted or

sides w ith justice.; - A State w as bound to 
obedience, and could be coerced to it on refu 
sal.

M r. F ilm orc followed for a short tim e rn 
its defence.

T h e treaty contem plated defraying 
these expenses when Congress agreed to give 
56600,000 for the paym ent of spoilations and the 
expense of em igration.

T h a t fo r 
satisfying all claim s for a n earagcs of annuities, 
for supplying blankets and other articles of cl-vth- 
ingfor the C herokecs who a re not able to supply 
them selves, and w hich may be necessary for their 
comfortable rem oval, and for m edicine and m edi­ 
cal assistance, and for such other purposes as Uic 
P resident shall deem proper to faciiiiute th e re­ 
moval of the C hcrokces, one hundred thousand 
dollars. 
M r, H alsey concluded his rem arks w ith an ex ­ 
pression of his desire, on behalf of G eorgia, tliat 
th e treaty should be enforced without delay, 
He 
did not object to the provision to give ■ them more 
m oney if th e G overnm ent chose, bu t he objected 
to delay. 
M r. N ay ler followed in som e rcm.mks tending 
to show th at th e Indians had been treated w ith in- 
jusice during whole series of negotiations, for the 
purpose of forcing them from th eir lands. He" con­ 
tended th at the lands belonged to the Indians by the 
gift of God, and they could nat be fiirced from 
them by the force of negotiations or of arm s, w ith­ 
out disgraceful injustice. 
H e eulogised th e ch ar­ 
a cter of John Ross, and praised-in high tertns the 
firm, calm , and christian-like m anner in which he 
had fo ra long tim e stocd up am idst oppression, 
wrong, and calumny, to defend the rig h ts of-hi.s 
people. 
H e contended th a t th e treaty now relied 
npon for rem oval was th e entire production of 
fraud, and was abeut to be executed in cruelty; 
and to prove the fraudulent clniracter of tlie treaty 
h e went into an exam ination and reading of docu­ 
m ents, and papers, contending a t length th a t the 
treaty ought not tobe enforced. 
A fter proceed­ 
ing some tim e, he gave way to 
M r. Koycs, who moved that th e com m ittee rise. 
T h e motion being objected to— 
M r. Noyes, stated his object. 
H e said th a t a 
bill had been sentfrom th e senate to the House 
by m istake, which it was desirable should be re ­ 
turned without delay. 
T h e com m ittee then rose—ayes 36, noes not 
counted. 
T h e M essage of the Senate upon the subject of 
th e bill alluded to was then taken up, and the re­ 
quest to return the bill was ordered to be. complied 
with by the C lerk. 
On motion of M r. C am hreleng, the House again 
w ent into com m ittee, and 
M r. N aylor continued to read and com m enfup 
on th e papers connected, w ith the history of the 
C herokee treaty. 
He concluded w ith the expres­ 
sion of.his fears th at nothing could, be done now 
for th e Clieroriecs. 
H e was in favor of th e pro- 
oositiori to conciliate them , and to allow m ore tim e: 
ju t h e never would vote for an appropriation to 
carry into effect a treaty w hich h e considered so 
fraudulent and unjust. 
M r. C hapm an reppcd to the rem arks of Mr. 
N aylor, and especially in relation to liis oom inen- 
dation of John Ross, and his comm ents upon tlie 
history of the various treaties w ith the Ctierokces, 
urging the propriety and necessity of executing the 
treaty , and fulfiilling th e oblrgations whicli tho Go- 
vérnm ent of the Uiiitéd S tates w ere under botli to 
th e State of G eorgia and the Indians; and h e spoke 
p articularly in justification of th e trcatm cst A laba­ 


ma had rendered to the Inditins, and com pared it 
witli the conduct of some States w here Iiidiai 
tribes had form erly existed, but w hich are now 
extinct. 
M r. Dawson followed at length upon the subject 
in defence of the treaty, stating that he felt called 
upon to do so, because he was the only representa- 
cire from G eorgia who had belonged to w hat is 
called th e Indian pai;ty in th at State, and asserting 
tliat he was, and had alw ays been, called friendly 
to th e Indians. 
H e went fully into a justification 
of the policy of the G orernm cnt in removing the 
Indian tribe's; and by reiereiice to the extinction of 
the tribes in some of the liastcrn States argued 
that a removal was necessary for th eir preservation 
H e contended that it dii.1 not lie jirojierly with the 
representatives of those States where tlie Indians 
lad perished, to charge G eorgia with cruelty and 
oppression.

By the present laws specie and T rcasu ry notes 
alone are expressly m ade receivable for all kinds 
of public dues, and yoa will of course continue to 
take them till otherw ise instructed.

A circular was issued under th e direction of the 
President of th e United States, on the 11th of July, 
1836, which, a ftc ra certain period prohibited any 
currency from being taken in paym ent of tlie pub­ 
lic lands except specie—no authority for the issuc- 
of T reasury notes being then in existence.. - 
Tliis circular diil not o rd er any defFe.reiit m edi­

bovc the level of the earth. 
It is called the Ba- 
si.v OK PocAiio.vTAS, and except in verv dry! 
weather is seldom without water. 
How o’ftcn in 
the d.avs of youthful imagimuion have I Ic.aiied a-! 
gainst that aged rock, and mv fancy warmed with 
reminiscences of our colonial hisforn, have I figur­ 
ed to niysell the form of this beauteous princess, 
meditating the yrotcction of tl>c white man. li-om 
the wiles of ferocious countrymen, and the ven­ 
geance of Iicr fatl’.er, advaucing to her ablutions, 
,and pei-haps lifting up her orisons to the Great 
Spirit for the weUare of the white man, as stan- 
d’.ng by this stone, she looked tov.airds the orient, 
radiant with tlic pencilled messengers ofthem orn- 
ing. 
I know not wiicrcfure it is, but I could never con-, 
tem plate any of the evidences of the former grcut-l 
ness or pi'cscnt debasement of that doomed race, j 
who, when thir contUient was one va.st wildcinessl 
of nature, uncultivated and unfrciiue.ntcd, trod a-| . . 
mid. its solitude i-ejuiclng in tlieir illimitable swav,!!,V 
tliat my mind did not instantly revert to the vi’r- ^ 
tues and the sufferings of this amiable child of na­ 
ture, the Princess Pocahontas. 
In festive com- 
mcnioralion ot the first settlement of the colonv, 
I have stood among the rnins of Jamestown, and 
shrinking from the voice of revelrv, I have lin­ 
gered among t)ic broken fragm ents'of red stone 
tablets upon the graves of the cavlv colonists, and 
my heart has been opprsscd with nielancholy fecl-| 
ings, when looking ii])on the dark green vine fes-' 
tooned around tl‘c tottering ruins of the cliurch,' 
1 have thought of the fate of tliis Indian girl, am’j 
of her perilous services to the white man. 
At 
Cobbs, in the comity of Chesterfield one of the 
most be.-aitiful sites on the southern waters, and 
onccf the earliest private settlcmculs of the col­ 
ony, iiow often has it., former proprietor, mv 
friend L. and my.sclf stood beneath tlie melaucholy 
shade of the cedars, in the midst of the grirvcsóí 
her descendants. 
One by one wc have seen them 
passing away, and assisted at the last moniful 


, W ith fearlul petition they went. 
And Powhatan told them that peace should be 
there,

His words seemed sincere, and liis promises lair, 
But they kiiew not his savage intent. 


Virginia remembers how hollow they were,

But the colonists deem thcrn sincere.

A. treacherous plot to destroy them he laid. 
W hen no treacherous ¡dot they could fear. 


On that very night while the colonists sleep. 
Nor deem il befitting their vigils to keep, 
Each man was to meet with his fate. 
T he sovrcign savage had led out his band, 
His tomahawk furious each grasped in his hand, 
‘To the white men, death, carnage Sc hate!’ 


“To the white men, death, carnage, and Imte,’ 
us they yell.

She had licard, wlicn his council surrounded her

T h at Smith and Id's crew were to fall; 
She liud seen him, she knew him, .and sometimes

And she cherished the colonists all. 


W hilst her father was arming his murderous band 
■Lvnd exclaiming ‘exterminate all from this land. 
W ho will dare to intrude on our right,—

Bid the tvar hoop of death give its terrible sound. 
Not a white man shall live out this niglit;” 


Unnoticed she left them, and hasten away. 
She recked not the inotiiitain, or thicket, or spray, 
Niar darkness slic heeded, nor storm. 
All breathless she reached where the colonists

Flicy dreamed not that Powhatan’s daughter was 
there. 
They dreamed not of savage alarm. 


T lieir leader in haste then the heroine found, 
he sky was his cover, his bed was the ground.

From the cemctry we have passed to the 
.ancient picture-gallery, to look upon the sombre 
ieauu'cs of KoUc frowning from the pealed and 
tattered canva.ss, and to dwell upon the interesting 
couiitenaiicc of Pocahontas, wUicli is still believed 
to have been her veritable portrait, tljough de- 
iicunccd by one of Iier lineal descendants as a 
“ tawny mulatto.” T iie paintings were as large as 
life, :uid well executed, though in a state of utter 
decay. 
Cajjies have been taken by Sully, and 
have no doubt been multiplied as well in Eurox'e 
as in this country. 
Often has the tasteful travel­ 
ler turned from the great southern route, to view 
tliese original portraits of Itnlfe and Pocahontas, 
and to tread amid the gavcstones of her descend­ 
ants in the neat and lonely burial ground. 
How often do the incidents of ordinary life tran­ 
scend the wildest fictions? 
W ho gave ro this dark 
daughter of the red man, nurtured in the wigwam 
of tiie savage, and familiar witli blood, those gen­ 
tle emotions, those generous feelings, that delicate 
sensibility, tliat maidenly decorum, and yet that 
-jirincely and exalted heroism, which have ranked 
this Indian girl among the loftiest of her sex in aay 
ageorclim c,—in ‘•Payniin land or Christendicl’ 
Even in her girlhood, at the early age of twelve, 
we find her daring the dis-pkasurc of iiev fatherl­ 
and when tlie head of Smith, tho hereditary foe of 
her race, was upon tlie deatlistonc, and the club 
iifiliftcd, she threw her infant armsaroiind the de­ 
voted white man, and bade them strike at both. 
T he stern bosom of Powhatan was moved by' the 
ajipeal, and his vengeance suspended. 
How often 
when the colony at Jamestown was famishing did 
.she supply them abundantly with iircvisions.’ 
Even after slie liád incurred'thc displeasure of her 
royal father, and had been banished from his pres­ 
ence, and after she had been betrayed by her 
friends, and was seized by Argail, her attaebineut 
to the whitemen continued, until she was finally 
married to Rolle, and visited Ei'glaud.v Howpain- 
fully interesting was her interview, vvilh Captain 
Bmith inLonilun? She had been, told that he was 
dead, when to her astonishinent he c<alled.upon 
her, but such was the reinilsive coldness of his 
manner, that she turned from him, and burying up 
her face in her hands, she burst into tears. 
But the most perilous service which this daring 
girl rendered to the colonists was in the fourteenth 
ye.ar of her age, wlicn Powhattan having invited 
Smith to his settlement, on a hospitable visit, de­ 
signed to massacre 
that leader and his whole 
band. 
Pocahontas eluding the vigilance of her 
friends, traversed the forest in the darkness of the 
night, to reve.al his intentions to Siuitlu 
It was 
in cnrnniemoration of that signal service, that the 
following unpretending lines were w ritten many 
years ago, by ono wlio deeply admired the hero 
ism of this untutored child of the wilderness.

M r M orris explained, and advocated hisresolu- 
lion at some length, assigning as tlie principal rea­ 
son for adopting it that, if the Senate .shnuidmeet 
before the Constitutional time for a ncsv session, 
they could take up their unfinislicd busints.s, and 
proceed witli it in the same manner as if there had 
been no recess. 
M r. Norvc-11, moved that the resolution be inde­ 
finitely postponed. 
M r. Lum pkin moved that it be laid on the table; 
vvlilch motion, taking precedence, was put to the 
vote, and carried. 
T H E N E W TRE.^SURY’ C IR C U L A R . . 
M r. W cbsters resolution,offered yesterday, call­ 
ing on the Secretary of th e'freasu ry for a copy of 
such order as he might have recently issued in re­ 
gard to receiving bank-notes, coming upfurconsid- 
eration. 
M r. W ebster said a T reasury order had been 
published, whicli it was p ro p er should be cfFicially 
comraunic-ated to the Sen-aie. 
W hen speaking on 
the joint resolution Tvhicli lately passed, [said M r. 
W .] 1 observed th at some fuither legal provision, 
would be necessary, if the r-fsoluiion should pass.

It provides tliat w licrctw o or more 
persons have settled upon and cultivated any one 
quarter 
section “of 'lan d , 
each of them shai! 
have an equal share therein, but shall have no 
clr.im to lands elsew here by virtue of tliis bill, 
should it become a law. 
T hese, M r. C hairm an, arc the general provis­ 
ions of the present bill, as it.cam e Ironi the Sen­ 
ate, and having received the approval of a major-! 
ity o f the Public Land conim m ittcc on tlie p a rtc f 
this House. 
Sir, said M r. B. if lime would ¡lennitl 
m e, I m ight go m ucli m ere :it lengdi into the dis-i 
cussion of this subject; b u ll am ‘not mucli in tliei 
practice of m aking spccclies on this fl. or “for /Jnn-l 
combe;” and knowing th at there is other imsiiicss 
of m uch im portance to tlic country'nnd to individ­ 
uals to be acted upon in the siiort tim e vet rcmuin- 
ing of tlic present session of C ongress,'I will coiv! 
chide my rem arks by saying that, to m y miiid,| 
there is no m easure wiiate’ecr wiiicli reconimeiids'i 
itself more strongly to the favor of Congress, upon'' 
every principle of justice and humanity, tow.ards a! 
m eritorious class of our fellow-citizcii’s, who have,' 
settled in the western wilds. 
M r. Ew ing said he would not m ake a speech for 
Buncombe nor for tlis Hr-use, nor should he enter 
into a history of his life; for, when lie gave tliat, 
he should give it entire. 
He spoke iiigliiy of the 
ch aractero f tlie squatters, and referred to an al­ 
leged attack m.ade upon them elsewlicre by an in-| 
dividual, (M r. C lay,) which he pronounced false,! 
and said such an attack liad never been made. 
M r, E, moved to amend the amendment by gran­ 
ting to the State the right of pre-em ption to the 
Miami reserve lands, except to those already set­ 
tled wliich he stated to be only by ab-oul lialf a 
dozen fimiilies. 
M r. Chapm.an inquired if the amendment, which 
proposed to give a State a g ran t of laud was in 
order. 
He hoped the gentleman would withdraw 
it, and bring it forward upon some other occasion, 
as it had tlie effect of embarrassing the bill. 
M r. Ewing said it was intimately connected with 
pre-emption rights to public land’s, and tlie dispo­ 
sition to be made of tliein, and was so intim ately 
connected tliat they could not be separated. 
M r. H erod called for a division of the question 
on M r. E w i x g ’s am endm ent, so as to take tiie 
question first on tliat braiicli nt it giving th e pve- 
em ptim ito the State, and next on tliai in relation 
to the individual settlers on tlie M iami lands. 
M r. Johnson of Louisiana rem arked tliat the 
proposition to grant pre-em ption rights to a State 
•was new in principle. 
L ands had been granted 
heretofore to the States, but never pre-em ption to 
them. 
M r. Ew ing denied th ere was any novelty in the 
principle, unless th e bill itself was a new one; and 
vvlio would deny a right to a whole sovereign State, 
w hich was not refused to its citizens. 
M r. D unn, in view of th e existence of the com ­ 
binations that would be form ed a t th e sale, did not 
believe the U nited States would acquii’c m ore from 
the proceeds, than if the State of Indiana g ot it at 
th e minimum price. 
M oreover, by granting it to 
th e State, the T reasu ry would be in th e itnm edi- 
ate receipt of th e money. - 
M r. Pope suggested th a t th e am endm ent should 
b e altered so as to compel the State, if she entered 
any p art of the hands’ to tak e the w h o le.' 
. 
M r. Underwood explained, and severely con­ 
demned the whole plan. 
It w as giving a S tate the 
privilege of speculating on th e lands, over the 
heads of the settlers, and, after the g ran t was 
made, the State would apportion out th e land; and 
w atch 
those boys who 
w ere about to 'squat. 
H e said if pre-em ption rights w ere to be granted 
a t all, he would say hands oil'from all distinctions 
— let th e settlers stand upon equal term s every 
w here. 
T he land, he was told, was w o rth . th ree, 
four and five dollars an acre; and instead o f allow ­ 
ing the State of Indiana to speculate, and pocket 
th e profit, he would prefer to alter the law so as to 
com pel settlers to pay those prices, and let the 
U nited States have the profit. 
M r. Dunn replied with an argum ent to show 
th a t it w as proper to benefit the State, because the 
principle of granting prc-em tions was intended to 
rew ard those who went and settled the western 
lands in advance of others; and such persons would 
have the benefit of this provision. 
M r. W illiam s, of N orth Carolina, opposed the 
am endm ent. 
I t was enough for him to know that 
it proposed to benefit the S tate of Indiana; and, if 
th at State was to be benefitted, he wished to know 
how a distinction could be draw n betw een th.at 
state and others. 
W h y , h e asked, should not the 
old States be bcnefitted'in th ejn crease oí value? oi 
■why should a preference be given to Indiana over 
other S tates containing public lands. 
M r. H erod gave ab explanation of th e situation 
in w h ic h these lands w ere; and advocated the a- 
m endm ent. 
The question was then taken, and decided in.thc 
negative. 
So the am endm ent offered by M r. Ew ing was re ­ 
jected without a division,,/

faitli o f his own testim ony. 
I t was a dangerous p rac­ 
tice, and he, therefore, preferred his own amendm ent. 
Mr. L. tlien went at large into a review o f the bill, 
and contended for th e riglit o f the old States to the 
public lands in common with itie new States, and that 
they should not be given away either to settlers or tu 
new states. 
Ho was in favor of granting these p rc 
em ption rights to settlers; b u t wished to restrict tliem, 
so that the same per.son could not tak e one prc-em p 
tion after anotlicr, and tluis cover an undue quantity 
of land. He also m ade and argued the point, tliat a 
pre-em ption ri.glit should be gained only by some ser- 
rice in m aking im provem ents, and that m erely liccause 
he staid on a quarter section of land over night, he 
should not acquire a right to purchase it in the morn 
ing. 
H a w ent upon tlie ground, that lands not offered 
for sale hy th e G overnm ent m iglit be secured by pio­ 
neers, who settled and im proved the land, b u t that a 
mere tem porary stopping should not give, a pre-em p­ 
tion fight, because he did no good to the country and 
perform ed nu service to entitle liim to the right.

w oiddott'eran am endm ent to m ake the residence four 
|mont!i5 next preceding tire first o f y»ccembcr,?9o 
ithat those who w ent and sow ed wheat, and felled 
lim ber, and est.abl siied a house, should acquire a right 
lo it, and not be liable to be turned out lionseless after 
he had done th e service of a pioneer, and liad becom e 
a citizen and a resident. 
Such an am endm ent he 
ihonglit.as. liberal as W estern people could j-ustly ask; 
and, coupled with the one then before'the com m ittee; 
that the pioneer should have but. one pre-em ption 
right, instoatl of allowing him to monopolizo, vhe was 
willing to go for the bill. 
Should such jiropositlons 
be'cailcd. illiberal, he w.as: willing to b e denqunced 
here and atliom e; but ho would also b e willing tb a p ­ 
peal to á ju ry of W estern m en, to decide-u^on tlieir 
justice. 
M r. L . then discussed the policy o f the m easure as 
effecting the prices of lands' and the ..interests o f the 
bid State's.

- M r , May moved an am eadm ent to extend tiie law 
granting pre-em ption rights to any persons who may 
now or shall hereafter have lived twelve m onths upon 
the public lands; and after some rem-arks upon objec 
tions m.ade by Mr. I,inncoln to the. bill in its present 
shape, he w ent at length into an argum ent fo sliow the

that it would be a h ard sh ip tp those w ho'cam e a lit­ 
tle later than th e dayset, and had been compelled 
to settle upon land not brought into th e m arket, 
w ith th e ■ expectation of acquirirg á pre-em ption 
riglit. H e proposed to offer an am endm ent at'the 
end of the bill, to pro-Vide for a prospective system 
of settljng & acquiring pre-em ption rights, when 
such an am endm ent shotild be in o rd e r.'■ 
M r. R andolph m oved litViat th e ; cbm m itlee nse, 
with a view to have th e am enm ents printed, . 
M r. G arland of Louisiana ..wished th a t a vote 
m ight be taken on some of th e m erely, verbal a- 
m endm ents, already offered. 
H e h ad ■ som e tim e

T he notion of creating bank capital on m ortgag­ 
es ot real estate, or on the pledge of puulic stocks, 
appears to occupy m uch of th e attention a t p re ­ 
sent of those who wish to effect the double purpose 
of im proving our system of currency and calling 
into activity the dorm.ant resources of real cap i­ 
talists, w h eth er in this country 
or in Lurope- 
I'h c N c w Y ork schem e seem s to he th e origin of 
most of th ese attem pts. 
I t would really ap p ear 
as if it were conceived th a t any am ount ot capitali 
may be employed in banking th at th e m ercantile' 
or agricultural w ants of th e country m ay require, 
without reference to th a t equilibrium betw een the 
currency of this .and o th er p a rts of the com m er­ 
cial world, w hich is an im portant elem ent in any 
system of circulation th at may be devised. 
In the 
New York plan, butone object seem s to have oc­ 
cupied th e m inds ot its fram ers, to w it; th e se­ 
curity of the note holder; w hile level of value be­ 
tween the money o f the U nited States and the m on­ 
ey of other countries w ith w hich we have con­ 
stant com m ercial intercourse, ap p ears to have been 
entirely lost sight of. 
T h e idea is propounded, 
in th e utm ost confidence, of extending, b y associ­ 
ations of capitalists, private banking a d ' /ifiiium. 
C apitals of .fitly m Ifiqvis.oi dollars arej spoken-of 
as about being called suddenly into existence’by 
th e magic w ords; fr e e trade in éan/.-ing-',’as if in­ 
crease of w ealth depend bn a legislative fiat, or 
the m ere will to becbm-e rich and prosperous. • 
VVe have no question but th e confidence of the 
comm unity in bank issues m ay be entirely secured 
by th e devices cf ingenuity; bu t the law s of na­ 
ture cannot *be coupteracte'd hy artificial contri­ 
vances, how ever w ell adjusted on system- 
O ne 
of these law sis th a t there is a bal.ance to be m ain­ 
tained betw een th e prriiluctive pow ers and com ­ 
m ercial en terp rise of different bbuntries exhibiting 
the m utual jdependcncies of trade. 
If the only 
true m easure o f th e quantity o f p ap er money thai 
can be pu t into circulation is ih e desire and ability 
of individuals to.borrow ot banks r f issue, then 
the whole labbr.of .the country-m iglit be diverted 
into .one d epartm ent of pj'oduction, and 
there 
could be nothing like relativtí j.'ccess bf produce in 
tliat departm ent. • -Thus, ifi'w o-thirds or onc-lialt 
the value of th e lands and slaves criiployed in the 
cultivation of cotton should be m ortgaged to'cre- 
,ite a fund for; banking—turned by the alchem y of 
credit into capital as the basis fur issues.of paper 
money, aiid-cach inoi tgage w ere to borrow iri pfpT 
portipn to his w ealth, xye shouldL ave.ncarly eve­ 
ry slave now em ployed in th e ciiltnne,of other p ro­ 
ducts convei-ted into a cultivator of oar great sta­ 
ple.! IV e need scarcely say th at the equilibrium 
between th e w ants bf its purc'hasers and tlie abili­ 
ty of its producers would be entirely destroyed. 
B ut it is on th is equilibrium , th at th e level of 
money and prices depends. 
W e a re all well a- 
ware that an excessive stimulous to production, if 
not attended hy an cquid stimulous to consum p­ 
tion, is accom panied by such a fall of value th at 
the medium of circulation p artakes also oi a rela­ 
tive depreciation with th a to f produce.. W e sec 
it canstiiiitly' exem plified that a m ere tem porary 
excess from over abundant crops, unaccompanied 
hy a covvespondcnt jn cfease of consnmption, leave.s 
less Value in the hands of the cultivator than if hib 
crop was not above an average product. 
W hat 
then would it be if his lands and negroes were coin-! 
ed into credit, a n d h e could convert tw o -th ird so r 
even onc-half of th eir value into the m eans of e x ­ 
tending his cultivation?

All sciicms of banking winch do not look to the 
preservation of the rrlativc value of the currency 
as com p’ared w ith the currencies of other coun­

and disguised, took forcible possession of her, tu r­ 
ned th e crew and passengers on shore, and, after 
committin,g robbery, set h e r on fire, and siie was 
burnt to th e w ater’s edge. 
T h e re is some reason 
to fear th at th ere w as loss of life; but this is not 
certain.
